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§ distinet thread, a detormined directiom,
which gave them all something In common.

In common practice we distinguish be-
tween five chief clasees of the vertebrates—
the fish, the amphibia (frogs, salamander
nnd  others), the reptiles (lisards and
others), the birds eand the mammals
1If Durwin's teaching is correet, we must
assume that all stand In a certaln evolu-
tlonary relationship to eouch other and
present more or less distinctly connecting
links, The fish must be descended from
viry low animals, which are not even
vertebrates, and In fact we know a falrly
good  evolutionary form, the so-called
jancet fieh or amphioxus. It lives at pres-
entl near many coasts and al=o near the
Austiralian strands as & specifie, almost
distinet, species, known an epigonichthys.

As we upproach the top the Nsh must
show, according to Darwin, evolution to-
wiurd the amphibians, the amphibians Lo~
wurd the reptles and the reptiles (here
the ancestral tree split Mself, so It s be-
Heved) on the one slde toward the birds, on
thie other toward the mammuls,

Without doubt that fumous Hzard
Hatteria, which belonge absolutely and en-
trely to Austealian domaln, I8 the nearoest
of all lving animals to the link between
the amphiblan and the reptile.

The link betwesn the reptile and the
muammal 18 represented, with at least par-
tial distinetness, by the duck-bill, which
also belongs execlusively to Australia and
It= lzlands, And Australin, almost alons of
all lands, again gives up the next evolu-
tionary group leading within the mammal
family from the duck-bill to the higher
mammals<hoofed animals, carnlvora, mon-
keys and others,

The evolution from the reptile to the bird
Is not so simple—that i8, not for Australla,
The wingless moa and kiwi ostriches there
certainly are remarkable and even very
ancient forms of birde, PBut they are not
genuine primeval birds, leading back di-
rectly to the llzards. Weo know how such
& genuine lzard-bird should appear from
the German Jurassic formations. We have
two Imprints of the so-called Archasop-
teryx, and that s unquestionably an animal

T exactly between ligard and bird—an animal,

to Le sure, that does not exist now. bLut
disappesred from the world in that form
probably millions of years ago.

It was n pet thought of old Darwin that
In some until then unvisited part of Aus-
trilin—there were und are enough of them—
something like the Archasopteryx might be
found alive some day When the traveler
Haas found mysterious animal tracks In
the snows of the Alps of New Zealund,
Darwin adjured him to discover If & ver-
ftable Haurd-bird did not dwell there. WBut
nothing was seen of such n creature, wnd
probubly the tracks were those of 3 mam-
mal which, to be xure, has not been caught
or described yet.

Now there would remain the last Ereat
evolutionary turning point—betwean fixh
and amphibian, and lo! we find it In Aur-
trulla.  And in this missing link we find
the ancestor of mun that lived snd still
lives in the sea.

It Is the ligard-fish, Ceratodus, whose
dizcovery has been described in a previous
article of this series.

It was Richard Semon, one of Haeckel's
pupils, who won the proof that Ceratodus
really is the missing link between the rep-
tile and  the water-dwelling fish, He
found s eggs after indescribable hard-
Ehips in the Australian bush. He st udlong
the life history of Ceratodus from those
egRgs to maturily, And he found that in
thelr embryonie stage, and In the sucecead-
Ing stages of development, they are not like
fish, but Jike amphiblans, golng through
Stages similar to the tadpole Bliges

Bo we must see In the Heard-fish Cera-
todus, that dwells in the witer, one of our
Very own ancestors, and an ancestor, too,
who has bequenthed to us sn Invaluable in-
heritance—that of the lung. For Cerato-
dus, or one of hig type, wius the first water
dwelling thing to begin breathing in a
wuy other than through external gills

Cerutodus has bhoth lungs and gills, and
a8 a lung-breather of the sen he i¥ & most
Important forefather of the human race

1 took a run over to Gothenberg last
week. It Ia Bwoeden's chief seaport, having
ships fream all parts of BEurope and the
United Btates. 1t Is also the terminus of
the Gotha cannl, which goes right through
Sweden, crossing Lakes Wennern and Wot.
tern, the two largest Inkes in the country.
Gothenberg has almost 160,000 Inhnbitants,
and It grows like one of our big towns of
the west It I8 a manufacturing center,
mnking lron, steel and machinery, as well
ne sugar and beer. It has cotlon factories,
and also shipbuilding works, It has many
fine stores, and in them much American
goods,  The town Is perhaps the most en-
terprising In Sweden, and In many respects
It surpasses Btockholm,

On this trip across Bwedoen 1 visited the
Gotha eanal, stopping at ‘Prollhatian,
where the wonderful falls are, and exam-
ining the locks Ly which the ships are
rilsed and lowered to and from lake
Wennern, The conal has been cut about
the falls, being blasted out of the rocks,
making a trough juet wide enough for a
steamer or burge to pass through. There
are six locks, one succeeding the other
The most of them are worked by hand and
they are bables compared with the great
jocks of our Suolt Ste. Marie canal. Neover-
theless, muny vessels pass through them.
It Is estimated that they ralse 7.000 boats
every season carrying lumber, wood, plles
iron and other heavy merchandise from
Gothenberg to Stockholm and from western
